Separate Pay Studies 
Delay Board Sessions 


The Interdepartmental board named to 
study the enlisted and warrant Service 
pay situation, it was stated this week, 
will hold a preliminary informal meeting 
in the near future, but will delay holding 
regular sessions until the three depart 


ments concerned have separately con 
sidered the matter. 
Formal convening of the joint boord 


will be delayed several weeks, members 
stated, in order to permit the War, Navy 
and Treasury Departments to fully study 
the pay question and each bring igi a ten 
tative plan for readjusting the pay of the 
four Services. Until each Departmental 
representative knows what his Service 
wants, it is felt that meetings of the board 
can accomplish little or nothing. 


To Name Assistants 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo TD). Gasser, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, Army representative 
on the board and its chairman, will select 
a number of assistants to work on the 
study. They will be officers assigned to 
G-1 and perhaps someone from the Office 
of the Chief of Finance.

Army Plans Extensive 
Program of War Games 


As the Third Army made final prepara 
tions for extensive maneuvers in five 
separated areas in the South and West, 
the War Department this week announced 
plans for important other exercises to be 
held throughout the United States during 
the next three months, 

Most important of the war games an 
nounced this week will be a concentration 
of Aotiaireraft and Air Corps defense 
equipment at Ft. Bragg, N.C. in October 
for what is described as the largest Air 
Defense exercises yet devised by the 
Army. Featuring the maneuver will be the 
enlistment of some 300 civilian radio sta 
tions along the coast of North Carolina 
te operate as a warning network to in 
form the defending forces of the approach 
of the enemy aircraft. With the “black 
out” of a coastal sector of New York dur 
ing the GHQ Air Force last May, the co 
operation of civilians in the October exer 


cises, marks the first attempt of Army 
authorities to bring home tothe civil 
population the possibility of air attack 


and acquaint them with the proper steps 
to take in the event of war.

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Hughes’ Flight Shows Defense Needs Say Nation’s Editors 


Howard Hughes’ flight around the world has aroused quite a bit of comment 
in the editorial pages of American newspapers with regard to the increasing vulner- 
ability of the United States to aerial attack and also with regard to the great advance- 
ment of American aviation. Below are quoted several editorials on both these points. 


“They have proved to the hilt that modern wings, guarded by modern techniques 
of meteorology, of radio and navigation, are capable of bearing travelers upon their 
appointed paths wherever men may live,” says the New York Times, “It was an 
eagle flight indeed that ended yesterday at Floyd Bennett Field, and it will leave 
a mark on the progress of air transport. In the wake of this amazing trip by five men 
ina 25,000 pound plane will come sure confidence in the reliability of still more ample 
long distance wings.” 


The Harrisburg, Va., Telegraph, writes, “Hughes, in breaking the time record 
for this flight, has shown that American ships, with American pilots who set out 
to do a thing and do it well, merit the admiration and the respect of the world. Our 
country, while not numerically as strong in the air as some foreign powers, is well 
to the fore in quality of equipment and technique of personnel.” 


“America has almost completely lost its invulnerability of distance. Our entire 
and safe airplanes for flying over land or sea, for use of individuals or for passenger 
service,” says the Woonsocket, R. 1, Call, “The feat accomplished by Mr. Hughes 
and the four intrepid airmen with him, is one of which all good American citizens 
may well be proud, It is another feather in the cap of all those who so loyally believe 
in aviation and in American ingenuity.” 


The Chicago, UL, Herald and Earaminer, points out that a military lesson may 
be learned from Hughes’ flight. Stating, “Howard Iughes has put Europe within 
17 hours of New York, with the reverse, of course, being true: that New York is 
less than 17 hours from Paris. There is still another phase of this great achievement 
to be thoughtfully considered. Remember that what one plane has done, probably 
five hundred or a thousand planes could do, What Hughes has accomplished on a 
good will mission, enemy air fleets ceujd accomplish on a mission of war and death, 
Our eastern seaboard cities are less than 17 hours away from war-time destruction, 
That is the breath-taking significance of the Hlughes flight. That is what the military 
observers of this and other countries are thinking.

The interdepartmental board was 
named at the request of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, to study the en- 
listed pay question and draft bill on which 
all three departments are agreed. Later, 
the Committee asked the departments to 
include the question of warrant officer 
pay in the study. This extension of the 
job has been approved by the War De- 
partment and Treasury Department and 
they have so informed the committee. 
The Navy Department just last week 
notified the Senate committee that it 
would participate in the study and has 
not as yet replied to the later suggestion 
to extend it to cover warrant officer pay. 

Meanwhile this week, a test case was 
filed in the Court of Claims which will 
try the legality of the ban denying pay- 
ment of the reenlistment allowance. The 
suit, sponsored by the Fleet Reserve As- 
sociation, is based on the contention that 
the ban merely directs that no money be 
used for payment of the allowance and 
does not take away the right to it. The 
outcome of this suit will establish the 
right to the payment of the allowance for 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 1938. 

A statement issued by the Fleet Re- 
serve Association announcing the filing of 
suit, included the following explanation 
of the case furnished by their attorneys. 

“On July 20th we filed in the Court of 
Claims a test case for allowances accru- 
ing from July 1, 1937, to June 30, 1988. 
The name of the plaintiff is John R. 
Burke. He is a private, first class, in the 
United States Army, now stationed at 
Holabird Quartermaster Depot, Balti- 
more, Md. 

“We have also filed an appropriate 
motion for call requesting that the Govy- 
ernment supply us with a statement of 
all factual data needed for the presenta- 
tion to the court. 

“It is our intention in the very near 
future, and as soon as we have selected 
another test claimant, to file a similar 
suit covering allowances accruing after 
July 1, 1988. This case will be that of 
an enlisted man of the Navy. 

“The theory of our case is as follows: 
The 1922 Act which provided for the re- 
enlistment allowance was and is a part 
of the permanent pay structure of the 
various armed services. It continues to 
be law until it is either specifically re- 
pealed by an Act of Congress or repealed 
by implication, the latter expression con- 
templating a situation where Congress, 
without definitely stating that it repeals 
a former Act, passes a subsequent Act 
which is inconsistent with its terms. The 
Economy legislation in effect prior to July 
1, 1937, ‘suspended’ the operation of the 
statute. After July 1, 1937, the legislative 
ban on the payment of the allowance was 
Phrased in entirely different language. In 
Stead of suspending the statute, which 
possibly could be interpreted to mean the 
right to pay under the statute, Congress 
merely stated that no funds appropriated 
could after July 1, 1937 be used for the 
payment of the allowance. The failure to 
appropriate money under a permanent 
statute, in our opinion, does not constitute 
4 specific repeal or a repeal by implication 
of that statute. As long as a right to the 
allowance continues to be a part of the 
permanent legislation, it is the duty of the 
courts, as we interpret many decisions of 
the Court of Claims, to recognize that 
right independently of whether Congress 
by a specific appropriation has done so.

Replying thereto, I wish to assure you that 
the representative of this Department, Com- 
mander Ellis Reed-Hill, U. S. Coast Guard, 
will be only too glad to afford you such ad- 
ditional assistance in this matter as you may 
desire. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
committee, said yesterday that he had not 
considered the question of including com- 
missioned officers in the interdepartmen- 
tal study and that no one had made any 
proposal of this nature to him.

For the exercise, a realistic war situa- 
tion has been visualized whereby a hos- 
tile army advancing from the south 
through Tennessee is threatening the im- 
portant industrial areas north of the Ohio 
River. It is the mission of the Second 
Army to repel the invasion and then to 
drive back the invaders. 

Each unit participating will establish 
its headquarters and communications 
system. The commanders and their staffs 
will function as they would in actual 
operations. This is carried out by the use 
of experienced officers who act as umpires 
to represent the enemy and decide upon 
the effectiveness of the action taken. 
While no combat troops, except the 7th 
Cavalry Brigade (Mechanized) and a 
part of the aviation will actually ma- 
neuver over the scene of action, there 
will be present for the exercise at Fort 
Knox nearly 500 officers and over 2,000 
enlisted men. 

The exercise is a part of the War De- 
partment’s general scheme of training 
officers in the functions of command and 
staff in the large units of the army which 
would be organized in time of war. The 
effectiveness and operation of large mo- 
torized and mechanized forces will be 
given special consideration. The wide 
fronts and rapid movements made pos- 
sible by this modern equipment make sig- 
nal communications of great importance 
to commanders of all echelons. To test 
such signal equipment and to familiarize 
commanders and their staffs in its opera- 
tions, the exercises will make use of the 
latest developments in this line. Such 
modern equipment, so far as the military 
forces are concerned, as mobile radio and 
teletype will be in use and under test of 
field service conditions. 





The Second Army which has its peace- 
time headquarters in Chicago is a vital 
element in the mobilization machinery of 
the War Department. Being composed of 
Regular, National Guard and Reserve 
units spread over seven states, this exer- 
cise is an important step in consolidating 
these units into one smoothly operating 
field army in which each part will play 
its proper role. 


Army-Navy PWA Allocations 





Presidential approval of allocations 
totaling $192,000 from PWA_ Federal 


funds for three projects, two in the War 
Department and one in the Navy Depart- 
ment, was announced this week by Public 
Works Administrator Harold L. Ickes, 

Public Works projects totaling $96,000 
were approved for the Quartermaster 
Corps of the War Department. These 
projects were: 

Connellsville, Airport, Pa., construction 
of administration building, sewage dis- 
posal system, gasoline storage, warrant 
oflicers’ quarters, radio range and trans- 
mitter buildings, $50,000, 

Ft. Moultrie, S. C., repairs and addition 
to Post Hospital, repairs to Officers’ quar- 
ters, renovation of heating plant and re- 
frigeration, $46,000, 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks of the 
Navy Department received a PWA allot- 
ment of $96,000 for the rehabilitation of 
buildings and grounds at the Naval Re- 
ceiving Station, Yerba Buena Island, Cali- 
fornia. 

Contracts on these PWA Federal proj- 
ects will be let at an early date, 





British Army Reforms 

Sweeping reforms in the officer pay and 
personnel regulations prevailing in the 
British Army to make a career therein 
possible for men without private means, 
were announced in the House of Com- 
mons this week by War Secretary Hore- 
Belisha. 

The new orders provide lower age-in 
grade involuntary retirement age for 
field grades and above to stimulate pro- 
motion and to assure efficient officers 
higher retirement pay. The pay of first 
and second lieutenants was increased, the 
latter to receive a shilling a day more 
and the former a slightly higher increase, 

Another step taken to make the Army 
more democratic, is the broad liberaliza- 
tion of existing policies governing scholar- 
ships to Sandhurst and Woolwich, the 
military academies, under which it will 
be possible for any qualified candidate to 
complete the training without cost to him 
self. Also one hundred graduates of the 
Service academies each year will receive 
a special grant of 20 pounds a year for 
three years. 

The retirement age for generals is 
lowered from 67 to 60, and that of major 
generals from 62 to 57. Involuntary re 
tirement of officers below is provided at 
the following ages, colonels, 55 instead of 
57, lieutenant colonels, 50 instead of 55, 
and majors 47 instead of 50. This will 
assure promotion to captain after eight 
years and advancement to major after 
pine more. It will also assure retirement 
in the grade of major at about 400 pounds 
a year, instead of as a captain at 270 
pounds for many officers. Still another 
change is the abolition of half pay status 
between commands. Hereafter, pay will 
be continuous, The new regulations take 
effect Monday and will result in about 
2,000 promotions.

A. E. F. 20 Years Ago 

Information based on dispatches from 
General Pershing, given out by the War 
Department on July 20, reveal that in 
the counter attack on the Marne salient 
seven complete American divisions were 
engaged on the whole line of battle east 
and west of Reims, 

It was indicated that at least 196,000 
American fighting troops were in the bat- 
tle, and probably the total figure is closer 
to 300,000 than 200,000, Each division has 
a fighting strength of 27,000 men. The full 
strength of each division with auxiliary 
units, is 45,000 men, 

The counter offensive was begun when 
the American and French troops turned 
back an offensive of the Germans and 
launched an attack on the Marne salient 
that proved successful, As soon as the 
German advance along the line of the 
Marne, east of Chateau Thierry had been 
brought to a stand-still, the Allies struck 
hard along the western side of the salient, 
where American troops held part of the 
line. The front over which the American 
troops advanced was twenty-two miles 
long, and the maximum advance so far 
reported officially has been to a depth of 
ten miles, and at other points indicated 
there has been a penetration to a depth 
of seven miles, The American troops have 
advanced at least seven miles on a 
twenty-two mile front. American troops 
participating in this thrust included the 
Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 26th, 28th and 42nd 
divisions and one negro regiment of the 
93rd division. No reports on the amount 
of casualties sustained by the Americans 
are available. One of the prime reasons 
for the Allied counter-thrust is to com- 
mand the railroad between Soissons and 
Chauteau Thierry. It is assumed that the 
Germans get part of their supplies at 
Chateau Thierry from the railroad, and 
the move seeks to cut off that source of 
supply for the German troops.

3RD ARMY READY 

Atlanta, Ga,—The various units of the 
Third Army are winding up plans for the 
large scale maneuvers to be held in Mis- 
sissippi, Texas, Arizona and Wyoming 
during different periods of August this 
year. The maneuvering area for Fourth 
Corps Area troops will be the DeSoto Na- 
tional Forest containing 120,000 acres 
just north of Biloxi, Miss. 

In the initial setting of this Third 
Army problem it is assumed that hostile 
forces have effected a landing of Brown 
forces at Port Isabel, Port Aranas and 
Corpus Christi, Texas. These Brown 
forces are threatening San Antonio and 
FA Paso. Naval Intelligence reports a 
strong hostile convoy in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, sailing toward the Gulf coast of Mis- 
sissippi, evidently with the intention of 
landing a force in that locality to capture 
the mouth of the Mississippi River. The 
Third Army has mobilized and sent the 
Blue 30th Division to meet this threat- 
ened invasion, but were unsuccessful in 
initially preventing the Brown forces 
from landing at Biloxi and Gulfport, 
Mississippi. 

This Blue 30th Division commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Henry D. Russell, hailing from 
Macon, Ga., will be composed of National 
Guard infantry troops from South Caro- 
lina, Eastern Tennessee, Southern Geor- 
gia, western North Carolina, and will 
travel by train to the maneuvers ; also the 
National Guard artillery from North 
Carolina, western Tennessee and Savan- 
nah, Ga., will travel by trucks drawing 
their field pieces behind them, The Engi- 
neers from North Carolina and the ‘Tank 
Company from Forsyth, Ga., will load 
their equipment and travel by train. 

The 6th Cavalry from Ft. Oglethorpe, 
Ga., with a long and distinguished record 
in the Regular Army will be attached to 
the Blue forces and will send its person- 
nel by truck and its horses by rail to the 
DeSoto National Forest. Regular Army 
Air Corps units will also be attached to 
the 30th Division. 

The Brown Corps commanded by Maj. 
Gen, Albert H. Blanding, Florida Na- 
tional Guard, and now Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau, will be composed 
of the 4th and 31st Divisions. 

The 4th Division commanded by Brig. 
Gen, Robert O. Van Horn, stationed at Ft. 
McPherson, Ga., will be composed of the 
Regular Army troops within the Fourth 
Corps Area, leaving their permanent sta- 
tions at Ft. Moultrie, 8. C., Ft. Screven, 
Ga., Ft. McClellan, Ala., and Ft. McPher- 
son, Ga., and will travel by motor trucks 
to the maneuver area. This division will 
also include the 122nd Infantry of the 
Georgia National Guard, Atlanta, which 
will travel by train. The Regular Army 
Artillery will leave Ft. Bragg, N. C., by 
motor trucks, rolling their cannons and 
equipment over the hills of five (5) 
states for this maneuver. The Tank 
Company stationed at Ft. McClellan, Ala., 
will travel by motor to the area. 

The 31st Division commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Louis F. Guerre, from New Orleans, 
La., National Guard, will be composed of 





National Guard troops from Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Florida, and Alabama, all of 
whom will travel by train, reaching the 
maneuver area on July 31st and August 
1st. The Field Artillery from Mississippi, 
Florida and Alabama will move by truck, 
pulling their weapons behind these mod- 
ern iron horses. The Tank Company 
from Alabama and the Engineers from 
Mississippi will load their tanks and 
equipment on railroad cars. 

The troops attached to the Brown Corps 
will consist of National Guard field artil- 
lery from South Carolina and Regular 
Army field artillery from Ft. Bragg, N. 
C., in addition to National Guard cavalry 
from Louisiana, Tennessee and Georgia, 
engineers from Alabama, and National 
Guard air corps from Alabama and Ten- 
nessee.

“BATTLEFIELD” PROCUREMENT 

Ft. Sam Houston, Texas—With ap- 
proximately 26,000 troops concentrating 
August 6 in the Camp Bullis area, near 
San Antonio, Texas, for exercises de- 
signed by the War Department as this 
year’s training for the Third Army, a 
number of vital problems had to be solved. 
One of these, secondary only to those of 
transportation and rations for the huge 
peacetime military assembly, was to ob- 
tain sufficient terrain over which to op- 
erate. 

This considerable expanse of ground 
must have a variety of physical features, 
be sufficiently unoccupied, be adequately 
watered, and large enough for 26,000 men, 
their hundreds of machines and some six- 
thousand-odd animals to play seriously at 
the game of war—when improved trans- 
portation facilities permit troops to move 
at much greater speed than formerly. 

Thus, last December, an order was is- 
sued from the headquarters of the Eighth 
Corps Area directing that a board be con- 
vened for the purpose of making all ar- 
rangements to insure that sufficient land 
in the vicinity of San Antonio be secured 
for this mammoth maneuver which be- 
gins within the next two weeks. 

At a conference with the tactical ex- 
perts of the Eighth Corps, it was deter- 
mined that an area about 273 square miles 
would be the minimum necessary for this 
vast problem, 

Camp Bullis, 20 miles north of San 
Antonio, a military reservation covering 
about a seventh of the area needed for 
the maneuvers, appeared a logical place 
to make a start. So in this vicinity on 
December 20, Colonel C. M. Tuteur, FA, 
and Major 8S. Y. Kennedy, Inf., charged 
with obtaining permission for use of the 
land made their first call. Neither officer 
had the slightest suspicion that this was 
the first of eight hundred and thirty calls, 
to be made over a period of seven months, 
and that would entail twelve thousand 
miles of travel before their mission was 
accomplished. 

And the twelve thousand miles of travel 
for the two officers at the prevailing cost 
of military transportation by automobile 
was but the initial item of expense. For 
Uncle Sam does not ask his citizens to 
lend their land to him. By proper formal 
arrangement he agrees to pay the citi- 
zent two cents an acre as rental. 

Calls were made at all hours and in all 
kinds of weather, until the assent of the 
property owner was secured. 

It took eleven separate visits to con- 
vince one man who lived some 15 miles 
away that he would not lose by joining in 
this enterprise approved by the rest of 
his community. Another required two 
hours and thirty minutes argument be- 
fore he would sign on the dotted line, and 
a citizen of enduring memory recalled 
that back in 1918 the Army had broken 
his fence posts.

DEMONSTRATE NEW RIFLE 

Ft. Sam Houston, Texas—With most 
of the modern war implements in evi- 
dence during the Third Army maneuvers, 
August 6 to 20, of major interest will be 
the most efficient individual Infantry 
weapon thus far devised. 

Revolutionary in performance, the new 
rifle developed for the Army, paradox- 
ically enough, permits higher accuracy at 





40 shots a minute than at a slower rate. 
Of true semi-automatic type, it is ex- 
pected to increase the fire power of a 
military unit so armed four-fold. 

Designated as M-1, cal. 30, this latest 
fire arm represents several outstanding 
improvements. It is pronounced the best 
mechanism of its classification in modern 
ordnance by officers at Ft. Sam Hous- 
ton, where it has been demonstrated. 

Developed over a period of 10 years by 
its inventor, John C. Garand with co- 
operation of the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the weapon has fewer parts and 
weighs but a few ounces more than the 
venerable Springfield. 

Already thoroughly tested in service by 
the 29th Infantry in the Infantry School 
at Ft. Benning, Ga., the new super-effi- 
cient arm is being issued to the 9th In- 
fantry of the Second Division at Ft. Sam 
Houston, the first tactical unit in the 
United States Army to be so equipped. 
The 23rd Infantry at the same post will 
be the second regiment to get the new 
rifle. 

After personally firing the gun, and ob- 
serving its performance in the hands of 
others, Maj. Gen. Frank W. Rowell, com- 
mander of the Second Division said: 

“IT am deeply impressed with the char- 
acteristics of this rifle. Surprisingly 
enough, instead of a strong recoil, I was 
aware rather of a slight ‘push’ after dis- 
charge.” 

The general added, with a touch of 
levity that the only “objection” he found 
was that the ease with which it could be 
fired might create too many expert rifle- 
man ratings. 

Maj. George A. Woody, of the Ordnance 
Department, who has been associated 
with the inventor declared that the ease 
with which men may be instructed in the 
rifle’s use is another great advantage. 

In this connection, a school of instruc- 
tion for company officers and non-com- 
missioned personnel is being conducted at 
Ft. Sam Houston under direction of Maj. 
0. P. Winningstad, division Ordnance Of- 
ficer, and Lt. A. R. Del Campo, a recent 
transferee from the Cavalry at Ft. Clark. 

An instance of the intense interest 
aroused in those who have attended the 
classes is seen in the fact that, although 
contrary to the usual custom, a “Smoking 
Permitted” sign is posted, the men have 
been so engrossed in the workings of the 
rifle that they have foregone the oppor- 
tunity to light a “fag.” 
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THIRD ARMY RESERVE PREPARES 
Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo.—Intelli- 
gence reports of the approaching mythi- 
cal warfare, reaching the Headquarters 
of the Third Army Reserve, now concen- 
trating troops, numbering upwards of 
7,000 officers and men, in the Cheyenne- 
Laramie area, indicate that enemy 
forces have gained control of the South 
Atlantic, and have effected landings at 
Tampico, Mexico, and Corpus Christi, 
Texas. These imaginary hostile forces 
have advanced northwest and are now 
threatening San Antonio and El Paso. 

The mythical red forces advancing 
from Mexico and Texas are, according to 
Brig. Gen. Ernest D. Peck, USA, com- 
mander of the Third Army Reserve, well 
equipped for a quick forceful campaign. 
They have tanks, airplanes and a strong 
mechanized force. Intelligence reports 
further add that the reds are sweeping 
all before them, and should arrive in the 
vicinity of Laramie, Wyoming, during the 
first week of August. 

Organizing the “Army of the West,” for 
the defense of Cheyenne, Wyoming sec- 
tor, General Peck, has ordered Col. Ray 
C. Hill, 20th Infantry, to command the 
blue forces which will resist the advance 
of the reds, and to secure the aviation 
and railway facilities of this Western 
area. Colonel Hill now has phantom de- 
tachments reconnoitering far to the south 
to destroy roads, railroads and bridges 
and otherwise harass the advance of the 
reds. The converging of the blue forces 
for the defense of Cheyenne will be com- 
pleted prior to Aug. 6, when Colonel Hill 
expects the red forces will be in sufficient 
strength, probably one brigade, rein- 
forced, to attack the blues. The re- 





mainder of the red division is expected to 
be at Salt Lake City, Utah. 

The imaginary warfare indicates g 
situation wherein dissatisfaction is rife 
in Colorado and Texas, thus assuring the 
rapid advance of the reds. Brig. Gep, 
William E. Guthner, commanding the 
89th Infantry Brigade, 45th National 
Guard Division, and the Manager of Pub. 
lic Safety of Denver, Colorado, is rum. 
ored as the commander of the red forces 
once they materialize on the Laramie 
front. It is presumed that subversive 
agents are now preparing the area for the 
advance of the reds and citizens friendly 
to the blue cause are planning to seek 
haven of safety behind the bivouacs of 
the Third Army Reserve. The reds are 
reported to be waging a ruthless cam. 
paign and putting everything to the torch, 

The mock warfare in the far west is 
but a part of the Third Army maneuvers 
which will assemble the largest peace 
time force in the history of the United 
States. Over 66,500 officers and men of 
the Regular Army and the National 
Guard will take part in maneuvers from 
North Carolina, south to the Gulf of 
Mexico, and the eastern fringe of the 
Rockies. It presumes that a coalition of 
hostile powers has declared war on the 
United States and gained control of the 
South Atlantic. The United States Fleet 
is engaged in the Pacific Ocean and is 
unable to detach any units for operation 
elsewhere. Mexico, loyally adhering to 
her traditionally friendly attitude, op- 
poses the landing of hostile forces, but 
was unable to prevent strong red detach- 
ments from occupying Tampico. Other 
landings were successful at Port Isabel, 
Port Aransas, and Corpus Christi, Texas. 

Naval intelligence reports a strong hos- 
tile convoy in the Gulf of Mexico sailing 
north towards the mouth of Mississippi. 
Naval offshore patrols have encountered 
hostile naval scouting forces in the Gulf 
of Mexico, but none along the Atlantic 
Coast. 

Except for coastal and land frontier 
guards, the mass of the Third Army was 
initially concentrated on the Pacific 
Coastal frontier. The Third Army is now 
being moved to protect the southern land 
and coastal frontier with its reserve, com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Peck, to be held 
in the vicinity of Ft. Francis EK. Warren, 
Wyo., at the disposition of GHQ. 
Throughout the spring and early summer, 
the troops commanded by General Peck 
have gone through an intensive period of 
unit training, and are now prepared to 
take the field to stem the advance of the 
reds.

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Air Defense Exercises 

In order to prepare for the largest and 
most important Air Defense exercises yet 
devised by the Army, the War Depart- 
ment has recently issued instructions to 
Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
commanding the Third Army, to make 
detailed plans for a joint Antiaircraft-Air 
Corps exercise to be held at Ft. Bragg, 
x. C., during the period October 3-17, 
1938. 

The directive, in addition to providing 
for heavy concentrations of Antiaircraft 
and Air Corps defense equipment, will en- 
list civilian aid on a large scale in the 
installation of an extensive aircraft 
warning net encircling Ft. Bragg with a 
radius reaching to the North Carolina 
Coast. 

Although an Aircraft Warning Net was 
tested on the West Coast in April of this 
year, which involved certain civilian and 
governmental agencies, yet this net will 
be not only much more extensive but will 
place, for the first time, principal reliance 
on the civilian personnel of the area cov- 
ered. 

The general function of the warning net 
is to warn the defended area of the ap- 
proach of any hostile aircraft in order to 
provide for interception by the defending 
pursuit aviation and immediate defensive 
fires by the antiaircraft artillery. 

The net will consist of some 300 sta- 
tions. It will utilize to the maximum ex- 
tent the existing commercial telephone 
communication facilities, together with 
similar facilities of the various Federal, 
State and municipal agencies, and of the 
railroads, power companies and other 
similar private agencies, all of whom are 
cooperating in every possible way in the 
preparation of the plans. 

One of the chief purposes of the exer- 
cise will be to test under simulated ser- 
vice conditions the adequacy of our pres- 
ent tactical and technical procedure and 
to determine what changes, if any, are 
necessary to meet present day conditions, 

For this purpose it will assumed that 
the Ft. Bragg Military Reservation con- 
tains an important base airdrome, de- 
fended by a complete, all-around, coordi- 
nated antiaircraft artillery and pursuit 
aviation defense. The exercise will be 
two-sided, in that attacks will be made by 
portions of the GHQ Air Force. How- 
ever, the purpose is not an appraisal of 
relative efficiency of the two arms but is 
designed solely as a training exercise to 
determine the best tactical methods and 
dispositions of defense against the most 
effective forms of aerial attack. 

The results of the test to be made dur- 
ing this exercise of the practicability of 
manning warning nets along our coast 
line by civilians will be of much im- 
portance to the War Department in con- 
hection with the formulation of plans for 
the installation, in time of war, of such 
hets, which are an essential part of the 
defense of the country against enemy at- 
tacks from the air. 

_ The exercise will involve the concentra- 
tion of a large percentage of the Regular 
Army antiaircraft artillery in the United 
States. A large part of the GHQ Air 
Force will participate.

Navy Architectural Study 


Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, CEC, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
announced this week that he would head 
a board to establish a policy for the guid- 
ance of the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
in drawing up plans for over 310 new 
shore construction projects to be inaugu- 
rated in the near future. Admiral 
Moreell, pointing out that due to the fact 
that nearly all construction to be done 
will be part of existing naval facilities, 
said that plans must be drawn up in ac- 
cordance with present buildings, ranging 
from Colonial design found in the oldest 
naval stations, to the most modern de- 
signs for aviation centers and hospitals. 
Serving on the board with Admiral 
Moreell will be Mr. F. W. Southworth, 
Chief of the Hospital and Personnel sec- 
tion, and Comdr. C. A. Trexel, CEC, USN, 
Design Manager of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks. 

One of the prime considerations of the 
board will be to plan the new construc- 
tion with both an eye to conformance with 
existing structures and to eliminating use- 
less architectural embellishment, keeping 
expenditures as low as possible without 
sacrificing appropriate style. 

In discussing the work of the board, 
Admiral Moreell stated: 

The architectural work of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks differs from that of the 
orcinary architectural design office because 
of the great variety of climatic conditions and 
uses for which our structures must be de- 
signed. These structures are used in all parts 
of the world, and are required to conform to 
quite a wide range of local styles and customs 
in architectural design. At the present time 
the Bureau has in its charge the preparation 
of designs for structures in Alaska, the Canal 
Zone, the Philippines, Florida, the Northern 
New England states, Samoa, Southern Call- 
fornia, and the Pacific Northwest. The uses 
to which these structures will be subjected 
vary from those which are strictly utilitarian 
to structures which must meet every require- 
ment of the finest aesthetic taste. Another re- 
striction to which the Bureau is subjected in 
its choice of architectural designs arises from 
the necessity of conforming, in general, to 
types of existing structures since most of the 
Bureau's projects are located at existing 
Naval Stations, some of which have been es- 
tablished since Colonial days, 

In considering the architectural design 
policy of the Bureau of Yards and Docks one 
must bear in mind that the primary function 
of the Navy ashore is to support the Fleet 
and that, basically, every shore structure 
must be capable of doing this with a mini- 
mum of outlay for non-utilitarian features 
such as architectural embellishments, The 
funds appropriated for the operation of the 
Navy Department are limited to a definite 
figure, and if the cost of shore structures is 
increased inordinately in order to achieve 
architectural effects, there will be less money 
available for the construction of ships and 
for the operations of the Fleet. The latter be- 
ing the “raison d'etre” of the Navy, such a 
procedure would be indefensible. 

It is natural, therefore, that the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks should make an effort in its 
architectural work to conform to the “cus- 
toms of the country” but, at the same time, to 
reduce the cost of architectural embellishment 
to a minimum consistent with dignified ap- 
pearance, durability, and utility. In order to 
achieve these purposes, the Bureau has estab- 
lished an Architectural Committee which con- 
sists of the Chief of the Bureau, the Design 
Manager, and the Chief of the Hospital and 
Personnel Section, who is the Principal Archi- 
tect of the Bureau. This Committee deter- 
mines the general architectural features of all 
structures and the character of the materials 
to be used throughout the building. Fre- 
quently the advice of practical builders is ob- 
tained with respect to the kinds and classes 
of materials to be used and the structural 
details. It is often found that such advice is 
invaluable in adapting the Bureau's designs 
to changing methods and new equipment be- 
ing used by the building profession. 

In summary, it might be said that ‘the 
Bureau's architectural design policy is guided 
by the watchwords, simplicity, dignity, dur- 
ability, utility and appropriate style.

Bditor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As long as the staff is publishing its 
yiews on promotion, I would like to speak 
my little piece. I am a captain, 41 years 
old, of over 20 years straight commis- 
sioned service. I am still around 900 files 
from my majority. Naturally, I write 
from the “worm’s” point of view. 

Your last issue indicated the hope for 
more rapid promotion. Among other 
things, there was an indication of the pos- 
sibility of a promotion examination to 
catch the laggards. Personally, I am not 
afraid of an examination, but I don’t feel 
that I should be required to prepare for 
and take an examination for a majority 
after waiting 20 or more years for the 
promotion. An examination would be par- 
ticularly distasteful in view of the fact 
that so many officers senior to me, some 
with less service and many with but a 
few months more service, have been pro- 
moted into and within the field grades 
with no test whatsoever. Other than to 
act as an irritant, the professional exami- 
nation will have little value. Check back 
over old records and see how many cap- 
tains or others were eliminated in the 
old days on their promotion examination ; 
I believe you will find very few. As far 
as catching laggards is concerned, I am 
afraid an examination will miss them; 
almost anyone can pass an examination if 
given warning and a few years for study. 
I firmly believe that our present system 
of special and general service schools and 
our efficiency report system has elimi- 
nated the necessity for a professional ex- 
amination for line officers. Examinations 
would not stimulate the flow of promo- 
tion to any great degree, but would merely 
be a club over some poor “bird’s” head, 
like myself, who has marked time in the 
company grades for over twenty years. 
In some way we must find a way to stop 
dealing with classes and individuals. The 
system must be revised. Any system of 
promotion which takes an educated man 
into the service at 21 years of age, and 
forces him to remain in the company 
grades for over 20 years is vicious, and 
inefficient to the point of stupidity. Dead 
rot and resentment is bound to set in, no 
matter how earnestly the individual tries 
to avoid it or rise above it. 

Frankly, I believe the only way out is 
a system similar to that now in operation 
in the medical department, which carries 
automatic promotion through the grade 
of colonel. The officers in that depart- 
ment certainly appear happy and satis- 
fied. Incidentally, such a system for the 
line would tend to eliminate some of the 
irritation caused by having doctors, den- 
tists and veterinarians of 12 years’ ser- 
Vice rank h--- out of line officers of over 
15 and 20 years’ service. We don’t be- 
grudge them the promotion, nor condemn 
them as individuals—as a matter of fact, 
we like them. We do blame the system 
that permits the condition to exist. It is 
mighty tough to smile and be pleasant as 
a captain of 20 years’ service when you 
get on a transport or arrive at a post with 
& gang of kids, and are ranked out of 
accommodations or desirable quarters by 
4 major of 12 or a lieutenant colonel of 
20 years’ service. 

Surely someone can find a solution that 
will keep things moving at a fair speed, 
on an even keel that will be to the best 
interest of the government, the service, 
and the men that are hanging onto or 
following the tail end of the hump. I as- 
Sure you it is not a pretty picture.

The Coast Guard personnel board,

Warrant Officer Status 

Headquarters announced this week that 
it expects to clear up the question of es- 
tablishing an eligible list for promotion 
to chief petty officer within the near fu- 
ture. Admiral Waesche said this week 
that he hoped some system could be es- 
tablished whereby eligibility for pro- 
motion to chief warrant officer could be 
retained by petty officers for a longer 
period than the present two years. Ad- 
miral Waesche said that the revision of 
the waiting list every two years worked 
unnecessary hardship on petty officers 
who were near the top of the list. 

Under tentative plans an examination 
will be given shortly to establish the new 
list, which Headquarters hopes to keep 
effective for five years or more. Candi- 
dates who have been selected to partici- 





pate in this examination will be notified 
as soon as possible as to the exact date 
the examination will be held. 


Merchant Marine Training 

In accordance with the Maritime Com- 
mission’s program for training unlicensed 
personnel of the merchant marine, the 
Coast Guard is now engaged in pre- 
liminary work to undertaking the train- 
ing of the nation’s seamen.

It is anticipated that some 
promotions will be effected among the en- 
listed personnel as a result of the greater 
burden of work being placed on the Coast 
Guard. 

The training plan is designed as a 
permanent set up, and was established on 
July 14, by order of the Maritime Com- 
mission. The United States Public Health 
Service will cooperate.

THE GALLUP POLL PUBLISHED ON SUNDAY LAST AN interesting survey on 
Public Opinion in the matter of international disarmament. It disclosed that the 
Average American is (1) less confident than a year ago that a disarmament conference 
could succeed at the present time; (2) that there are fewer of him who favor a new 
disarmament attempt; and (3) that he emphatically opposes the idea of the United 
States taking the lead in calling a conference. The reason given for the pessimism 
expressed is the disillusionment caused by the international war raging in Spain, 
Germany’s seizure of Austria, and the war in China. The poll confirms the opinion 
expressed repeatedly by the AkMy AND Navy JourNaL that the American people are 
no longer interested in chasing will o’ the wisps. They have seen weak nations 
absorbed, one, Ethiopia, by conquest, another, Austria, by threat of war, and still 
another, China, conducting an almost hopeless conflict with a superior armed Govern- 
ment. They have read appalling tales of suffering arising out of the Civil War in 
Spain, where French and Russian Soldiers and their equipment reinforcing the 
Republicans, are battling with Italian and German troops and their equipment, rein- 
forcing the Rebels. They know that the relations of the Great Powers are tense, 
that an incident may precipitate war between them in Europe, and that only the pre- 
occupation of Japan in China prevents her from launching an attack upon Soviet 
Russia. In a war maddened and turbulent world, the Western Hemisphere is the only 
oasis of peace, and that condition is maintained because the United States has been 
steadily arming, and is planning further increases to its defense. All this the American 
people feel is as it should be. That they are a practical people further is shown by the 
surprising fact disclosed by the Gallup poll that a third of them do not favor a world 
disarmament conference, and that a larger number doubt if such a conference could be 
successful in the light of the vast expenditures for armament in progress abroad. 
These opinions are those of the Army and the Navy. However, the Services, while 
having no illusions, apparently are more desirous of limitation of armaments than 
are the people generally. But they want it only if, and when, all the Powers are 
agreed to act, not when the aggressors are striking, not when offensive weapons are 
being piled on each other for use at an apparently fortunate occasion, And in the mean- 
time, they want America so effectively prepared that we will be left in peace and able 
to use the influence of strength in eliminating, by negotiation, war from the world. 
With that view, the American people, as shown by the appropriations made by Con- 
gress, are in thorough accord, 


IF ANY MAN DESERVES WELL OF A PEOPLE IT IS MAJOR General Blanton 
Winship, Governor of Puerto Rico. Since his appointment to the post he occupies, his 
thought and effort have been directed solely to the improvement of the economic, social 
and political conditions in the Island. Wherever there was a chance to get federal 
funds for improvements, which would provide employment, he promptly seized it. 
Insistently he has tapped at the door of Congress and the Executive Departments con- 
cerned, not only for appropriations, but for laws and administrative action which 
would be helpful. He has sought to make Puerto Rico an important stepping stone in 
aviation and sea transportation. There is not an industry that has not received his 
interested attention, and when action promised development he has taken it. He has 
endeavored to widen the market for Puerto Rican products. Evil social conditions have 
been studied and where possible, remedied. With the political factions, he has been 
sympathetic but not partisan. To his arduous duties and responsibility he has brought 
the knowledge and experience gained by his service in the Army, in which he rose 
from a Captain of volunteers to Judge Advocate General, the period covered being that 
of the war with Spain and the World War inclusive; and by his service in connection 
with the revision of the judicial code of Cuba, administration of civil affairs in Mexico 
at the time of the Vera Cruz expedition, and the participation in conferences concern- 
ing Philippine law. It was the realization of the high qualifications for dealing with 
Spanish-American people, which General Winship possessed, that motivated the Presi- 
dent in selecting him for the Governorship of Puerto Rico. In view of these facts, 
it is amazing that an attempt should have been made to assassinate him while he was 
reviewing a parade celebrating American occupation of the Island. Naturally the 
people as a whole were horrified by this act of a few fanatics. General Winship dis- 
missed the incident with the dry remark, “What poor shots they are!” and by reading 
his address in a firm tone of voice, Perhaps, the General in that moment when he was 
under the fire which he disregarded as unimportant, recalled Theodore Roosevelt, who, 
shot at Milwaukee, hastened to the meeting he was to address and delivered with his 
usual force the speech he had prepared, and Franklin Roosevelt, whose one concern was 
the fate of a friend killed by the bullet meant for him. Presidents and Governors 
realize they are always in danger from fanatics. So we may expect that Governor Win- 
ship, understanding that assassination has no place in Puerto Rican civilization, will 
forget the crime of the few in care for the needs of the many, and continue his efforts 
at uplift, which means so much to the health, happiness and prosperity of the people 
whose affairs he is administering.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—What has transpired in connection with Czecho-Slovakia, during 
the week, has not eased the tension which exists in Europe. The draft of the Govern- 
ment’s nationalities statute, offered as a solution of the Republic’s minorities problems, 
has not, to quote the London Times, narrowed the gap that exists between the dis- 
putants, and the appointment of Viscount Runciman as “investigator” and “mediator” 
in the quarrel, has failed to produce the opinion that he will be able to settle it, and 
lessen the danger of war. Regarding the latter move by Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
it may be accepted as designed to continue the discussions so that Germany will not 
take an aggressive step, which would involve the march of Armies; and as it followed 
the rejected Hitler suggestion that the four western powers—England, France, Italy 
and Germany—arbitrate the Sudeten question, it was difficult for the Berlin Govern- 
ment to object to it. The new Benes law is the result of British pressure, but apparently 
equivalent pressure has not been applied at Berlin to require Hitler to urge reason 
upon the Sudeten leaders; and it is doubtful, if such action were taken, whether it 
would be effective. Possibly Prime Minister Chamberlain may hope that Runciman, 
who admits total ignerance of the Czech controversy, will drag out the proposed in- 
vestigation so as to give time in which to develop a solution that can be disclosed 
when he begins his mediatory function. However this may be, Chamberlain has aban- 
doned the policy of independence which hitherto he has observed, and has placed his 
Government squarely in the center of the European whirlpool. As one observer re- 
marked, the Rhine is no longer Britain’s frontier; that line now includes Czecho- 
Slovakia. The importance of this is appreciated in Berlin, where Hitler fears he is 
no longer master of events, as indicated by his suggestion of arbitration, and in Paris, 
which continues to declare that a German attack upon the Czechs will cause immediate 
French intervention. That the smaller countries of Europe feel the Czech problem is 
insoluble and that it will result in war, is shown by the meeting in Copenhagen of 
representatives of Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg, Sweden, Norway, Denmark 
and Finland. Describing themselves as a “neutrality” bloc, they expressed their pur- 
pose in the statement of the Danish Foreign Minister: “We are determined to keep 
out of any conflict that may arise between political groups.” There was a time when 
these countries relied upon the League of Nations to protect their territory and in- 
terests, but the rise of dictatorships, the development of fanatical political systems, 
and the failure to ease economic clash, have caused them to feel that “events have 
shown the ineffectiveness of a system of collective security when it is not based upon 
universal organization.” It will be the effort of these states to preserve their neutrality, 
but they have not the military and naval strength to enforce it, and they, therefore, 
must content themselves with supporting any move which will defer and possibly 
prevent war. Clearly, they are trusting to the Chamberlain diplomacy, backed by 
leashed British and French might, to keep the Czech problem in the realms of con- 
versation, Fortunately, for the Prime Minister, Parliament has adjourned, and he will 
not be subjected for some months to the barrage of criticism which his political op- 
ponents have been hurling at his policies, It is interesting to note that the adjournment 
occurred without the Prime Minister putting into effect the Anglo-Italian agreement 
of April, a disappointment to Mussolini. But the latter is having his attention dis- 
tracted as a result of the resurgence of the Madrid-Barcelona Government, whose 
forces have made some advances on the Ebro River front. That Great Britain has no 
intention of permitting her interests in the Far Kast to be subordinated to those of 
Japan, is shown by the blunt warning to that country made by the British Foreign 
Secretary that “we are quite ready to consider and already are considering, possible 
action open to us if we do not secure adequate consideration for interests we have a 
right to protect.””’ Understanding how deep she is in China, Japan has been indicating 
a conciliatory attitude in respect of the clashes with Soviet troops occurring on the 
Manchuquan border. 











Far Eastern Military Situation—The Chinese forces, which had been defending 
the city of Kiukiang, located along the northwest shore of Lake Poyang and along the 
south bank of the Yangtze River, withdrew before the continued attacks of the 
Japanese invading army and established themselves some twenty miles upstream with 
the right of their line still anchored near Teian along the west shore of Lake Poyang. 
The Japanese Army has not yet disclosed by its movements whether its next objective 
will be Nanchang, the important Chinese air center, situated to the southwest of Lake 
Poyang, or whether the capture of Nanchang will be ignored or made incidental to the 
main objective of the present drive, Hankow; nor has the Chinese Army, after its 
abandonment of the strong position at Kiukiang, indicated the nature of its defensive 
operations against any of the possible forms the next Japanese drive may assume. 


Assistant Secretary Johnson’s Trip—Assistant Secretary of War returned to Wash- 
ington, July 29 from an air trip to the South and West Coast during which he made 
several inspections and attended four American Legion conventions. Accompanied by 
his executive, Col. James H. Burns, OD, and Maj. A. R. Ginsbergh, JAGD, and piloted 
by Lt. Jesse Auton, AC, and Lt. Ralph Rhudy, AC, the Assistant Secretary left 
Washington, July 10, flew first to Montgomery, Ala., then to Aberdeen, 8. D., to speak 
before Legion meetings and then on to Seattle, Wash. At the Northwest city, Colonel 
Johnson attended the national convention of the Young Democrats, inspected an avia- 
tion factory, Ft. Lewis and the Skagit River power plant, which services Seattle. 
The latter visit was in connection with the study of the Nation’s power needs which 
he is making in cooperation with the Federal Power Commission. He returned via 
Texarkana, Ark., and Gulfport, Miss., where he addressed American Legion conven- 
tions. 


Funeral Ceremonies—The Bureau of Navigation in its current bulletin offers sev- 
eral suggestions as to the use of a firing squad in funerals of naval personnel. The 
Bureau has received advices on several occasions of the undesirable and, at times, 
pathetic effect of the. volleys fired at military funerals upon the bereaved. It is desired 
that this aspect of the honors rendered at the interment be considered by Commanding 
Officers when acting upon requests for funeral escorts, 

The following points are offered as a guide in this connection: (a) That the full 
import of the part of the firing squad be explained to the next-of-kin or fhose repre- 
senting the next-of-kin. (b) That those in charge of or in command of the firing squad 

so place the squad that it is some distance from the grave. It is not necessary that the 
volleys be fired directly over the grave. (c) That the firing squad be omitted, as a mat- 





ter of expedience, in the case of funerals when the omission is expressly requested 
by the next-of-kin or those representing the next-of-kin. 


New Navy Directory—The latest Navy Directory, as of July 1, 1938, which was 
published this week, is unusual in several respects. Due to the large number of pro. 
motions in the Navy ensuing from the passage of the Naval Personnel Law by the last 
Congress, the number of officers of command rank awaiting promotion has been reduced 
to four, probably the lowest number listed as awaiting promotion in several decades, 

Also, as a result of the Japanese abrogation of the London Naval Treaty, the Navy 
has discontinued in the latest issue the publication of the report on vessels under con- 
struction in the Navy. For the first time, the Directory also lists the Naval Reserve 
Units in the various Naval Districts, with their addresses. 


Flight Training For Officers—A class in aviation training (heavier-than-air) for 
about thirty-five officers will be convened at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla, 
about February 28, 1939. 

Candidates should submit applications so as to arrive in the Bureau of Navigation 
not later than November 1, 1938, Dispatch may be substituted for letter when necessary, 
Applications shall contain indorsement by a flight surgeon as to the candidate's 
physical fitness for aviation training (heavier-than-air) as shown by examination 
subsequent to September 1, 1938. All applications, whether or not approved, and 
whether or not the applicant is physically qualified, will be forwarded promptly, 
Candidates who have submitted requests for previous classes prior to this letter wil] 
resubmit same, provided they are still applicants. 

The commanding officer will include in his forwarding indorsement in the cage 
of all ensigns applying, a statement as to whether or not the applicant is qualified as 
oflicer-of-the-deck underway. Officers of the classes of 1933B, 1934, 1935, 1933C, and 
19386 are eligible for this class, 


Flight of Army Airplanes to Colombia—Due to a change in training plans the 
composition of the proposed flight of United States Army airplanes to Bogota, 
Colombia, will consist of a flight of three B-17 Bombers from Langley Field, Va., ip- 
stead of the flight from Panama as previously stated. This flight, as announced on 
July 6, 1938, by the State Department, will participate in the inaugural ceremonies of 
President-elect Dr. Eduardo Santos on Aug. 7 at Bogota as a gesture of good will and 
in order to emphasize the solidarity and community of interests between the two 
Republics. Personnel included in the flight will consist of fourteen officers and 
twelve enlisted men. Further details as to personnel will be announced later, 


National Rifle Match—The 1938 National Rifle Matches, to be held at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, during the 21 day interval starting Aug. 21 and ending Sept. 10, will 
bring together the best rifle and pistol shots in the nation. This year’s matches wil! 
mark the 31st time that the Nationals have been held, and officials of the meet, headed 
by Col. F. C. Endicott, Inf., USA, who also directed the meet last year, expect a greater 
attendance of competitors than met last year. 

The Nationals will come as a climax to the United Services of New England 
tournament, which begin today at Wakefield, Mass. At Wakefield, the Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard teams are prepping for the Nationals. The Marine Corps team js 
under the direction of Maj. Morris A. Shively, USMC, and the Coast Guard marksmen 
are headed by Lt. D. H. Dexter, USCG. The Marine Corps riflemen have been con 
sistent winners in the National matches, but recently the Coast Guard teams have 
made strong bids for top honors. Three other service teams will compete at Camp 
Perry. The Engineer team, directed by Capt. A. L. Lane, 29th Engrs., the Infantry 
team, led by Maj. Claudius M. Easley, 24th Inf., and the Cavalry team, headed by 
Capt. James H. Phillips, 9th Cav. 

The Rattlesnake Trophy, placed in competition for the first time this year by the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, will be presented to the Organized 
Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, Naval Reserve or American Legion team making 
the highest score. Other officers of this year’s matches are, Col. Gregory Hoisington 
and Col. James I. Muir, Inf., USA, assistant executive officers, Col. O. S. Wood, Inf, 
who will command all regular Army troops at the matches, Col. William E. Brougher, 
Inf., chief range officer, Maj. George 8S. McCullough, Inf., in charge of pistol shooting, 
and Maj. Arthur H. Rogers, Inf., publicity director. 


Drunken Driving—A recent inquiry has been received regarding the attitude and 
the requirements of the Bureau of Navigation on the offenses of “Drunken driving,” 
“Driving while under the influence of intoxicating liquor,” “Endangering life through 
reckless driving,” and similar offenses. 

The only mandatory requirements of the Bureau of Navigation dealing specifically 
with this particular offense are those contained in Articles D-4002 (3) (p) and D-91l0 
(1) (d) Bureau of Navigation Manual, which state that the Bureau may direct the 
discharge as undesirable of men who have been convicted by civil authorities and 
that full and complete reports of such offenses be made to the Bureau. 

Due to the varying degrees of seriousness of offenses coming under this heading, 
when considered with the previous records of the offenders, the Bureau does not prt 
scribe a standard schedule of punishments. Present instructions require Bureau 4? 
proval before men are discharged for undesirability because of convicion by civil 
authorities, or by sentence of courts-martial if discharge is to be effected immediately. 
Each case is carefully examined on its merits and the Commanding Officer's reco 
mendation considered before a discharge is directed. 

Recommendations from Commanding Officers are considered of great value ip 
aiding the Bureau to make decision in each such case even though, in a few isola 
instances, such recommendations are not approved, Specifically, the Bureau does not 
desire to restrict Commanding Officers in the administration of their commands. 

The retention in the naval service of flagrant or repeated offenders guilty of these 
serious charges is not desirable. On the other hand, the discharge as undesirable of 
men who have been convicted by civil authorities of these offenses is not justifiable. 


Pamphlet on Naval Academy—The pamphlet on the Navy published by the eo 
Naval Affairs Committee last year having been so favorably received, Senator Da 
I. Walsh, chairman of the committee, has brought out a similar brochure 02 
Naval Academy. It is entitled “The United States Naval Academy,” is designa 
as Senate Document No. 181, 75th Congress, 8rd Session, and can be purchased from 
the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., for $.15 apiece. The 
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covered illustrated 71-page book is just off the presses, copies going on sale this week. 
it was prepared in the Bureau of Navigation. } ' 

Containing a historical sketch of the Academy, a description of it today, the 

entrance requirements and curriculum and an account of the extra-curricular activi- 
ties and athletics, the volume will be sought after by schools and by individuals seorok 
ing of the Navy as a career. It also, however, is of great interest to all those interested 
in naval affairs and would benefit those Americans who are not. The final chapter 
js entitled “After Graduation” and gives a brief picture of an officer’s life and prospects, 
concluding with the following: 
“The Navy is not an easy life. Hard work, physical discomfort, separation from 
home and family, and the hazards of selection fall to the lot of every officer. A naval 
career is honorable, of varied interest, and of service to the country. The pay and 
allowances are small, much less than those of officers and employees in similar rank- 
ing positions in industrial corporations. Save for medical attendance for the officer 
and his family, there are no perquisites, Uniforms, food aboard ship, laundry—often 
believed furnished by the Government—must be paid for by the officer from his own 
funds. Old age and physical disability due to naval service, and to some extent pre- 
mature retirement caused by the selection system, are insured against by the retired 
pay, but there is no hope of making a fortune in the Navy. 

“Yet, whatever the hardships, however small the financial reward, or however 
difficult to run the gauntlet of selection boards, the call of the Navy still makes its 
appeal to American manhood. The lads who enter the Naval Academy represent the 
best of the youth of the Nation. With the firm foundation of the 4 years at that school, 
with the rigorous training throughout the naval career, with the careful selection and 
thorough examinations before promotions to the successive ranks, with the careful 
selection for the higher and more responsible duties, the officers of the Navy are well- 
fitted to train the fleet in time of peace and to lead it in time of war.” 


Naval Personnel Act Queries—Questions continue to be raised by naval officers as to 
their prospects under the new naval personnel act. Taking the case of an officer of 
the Class which entered the Naval Academy in 1916 and was graduated in June, 1919, 
who has been passed over for promotion to lieutenant commander, the following 
explains what he may expect under the new law: 

If selected as best fitted, he will, of course, be promoted when he makes his 
number as under the old law. He would then be subject to selection as best fitted 
when he becomes eligible for promotion to commander and will also be eligible for 
promotion to commander under the fitted provision. He would not retire voluntarily 
until twice passed over for selection to commander (unless selected out as unfit). 

If not adjudged ‘itted for promotion to lieutenant commander, he will be retired 
on June 30, 1940—the date he would have retired under the old law—with the rank 
and pay of a lieutenant commander, under Section 12k. It is expected that Naval 
Academy service will count as World War service under this section. 

If adjudged fitted for promotion, but not designated for retention, he will be 
promoted to lieutenant commander when he makes his number but will not retire until 
June 30, 1940. In this ease, as above, he has the benefit of the saving clause of Section 
12j. He would receive the retired pay of a lieutenant commander under Section 12k. 

If adjudged fitted for promotion and designated for employment he will not re- 
tire until June 6, 1945—at the conclusion of 26 years’ service. If adjudged fitted for 
promotion and designated for employment he would come before the selection board 
for commander after he had served four years as a lieutenant commander. He would 
then only be considered for selection as best fitted. In all cases, retired pay is com- 
puted by multiplying 244% of the active pay of the rank in which retired by the 
number of years commissioned service. 


Uniform Regulations—The War Department expects that by February, 1939, all dis- 
mounted troops of the Army will have been ordered into slacks and shoes as a substi- 
tute for breeches and boots. On Jan. 7, 1938, the original order effecting the change 
in various arms and services was issued. Last week, an Army Regulation extending 
the effect of the original order to several other branches was published. 

Army officials said this week that it was expected that the rest of the arms and 
services, with the exception of those troops actually on mounted duty, would be 
ordered into slacks shortly after the first of the year. 

The new uniform regulations apply to both oflicers and enlisted men, War De- 
partment officials said. 


Army Court Martial—Lt. Col. Stewart S. Giffin, CAG, USA, was found guilty of vio- 
lation of the 96th Article of War this week by a general court-martial at Governors 
Island, N. Y., and sentenced to a reprimand and the loss of 100 files on the promotion. 

Tried on charges of violation of the 95th Article of War with six specifications 
involving drunkenness, Colonel Giffin was found not guilty of four of the specifications 
and of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman for which the penalty would 
have been dismissal. In finding him guilty on two of the counts, the court reduced 
the charge to violation of the 96th Article covering conduct to the prejudice or good 
order and discipline. 

The charges were brought by Lt. James O. Smith, ORC, who had served as 
adjutant to Colonel Giffin on CCC duty, and who admitted that he had brought them 
to get revenge on the Colonel for refusing to go ahead with a business deal they 
had planned. 


Extended Active Duty For Air Reservists—The War Department states that funds 
Will be available to place 75 additional Air Corps Reserve officers, who are not Air 
Corps Training Center graduates, on extended active duty with the Air Corps during 
the Fiscal Year 1939. It is desired that the officers selected may report at Randolph 
Field on October 3, 1988 and January 5, 1939. These officers will receive a special 
Course of advanced flying training of approximately four months’ duration, and upon 
Suecessful completion thereof will be assigned to duty with the Air Corps. This 
course will include intensive military training in addition to advanced flying training. 
Should any of these officers fail to satisfactorily complete this course, they will not 
be continued on extended active duty. 

The following will govern the selection of these officers: a. The officer must be 
leas than thirty-five years of age; b. Must have fifty (50) hours pilot time on the 
BI 9 or O-46A airplane and have completed the flying requirements of cither (1) or 
(2) below; (1) Minimum of 100 hours pilot time within the twelve (12) months im- 
mediately preceding; (2) 400 hours pilot time (300 H. P. or more) during the five 
(5) years immediately preceding, at least fifty (50) hours of which must have been 
Within the twelve (12) months immediately preceding. 
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The Infantry “Haversack” 
75 Years Ago 


An interesting piece of Infantry equipment supplied to 
troops at the time the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL was 
founded, 1863, was the haversack. Inspection often revealed, 
the JOURNAL said in its issue of November 28, 1863, “a 
small stationer’s shop set up in its interior, with hoards of old 
letters, newspapers, canned meats, rebel bullets, geological 
curiosities, and the like stuffed into the corners.” Many pre- 
ferred to purchase fancy types, but the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL stated: 


“The Government haversack will outlast a dozen of the 
sort sold in the stores. These are invariably used up and 
thrown away after trifling service, and the regulation style 
substituted. The latter is a simple, inelegant satchel, costing 
a quarter as much as the other, is stronger, lighter and more 
capacious. It has fewer pockets, it is true, and the contents 
are apt to get thoroughly mixed by several days’ carriage. 
It has an inside lining, which, however, usually gets torn up, 
in time, for gun-wads. Coffee and sugar rations are some- 
times dealt out for a march in small cotton bags, one to each 
man, and are so kept clear of the meat and hardtack. Another 
praiseworthy device is the small tin-box strapped to the 
knapsack for the same purpose. 


“The bulging, double-convex shape of the canteen prevents 
it from being wern in the regulation style, ‘on the left side, 
outside the haversack’ especially when the latter is crammed 
with rations. The cloth partially protects the tin from the 
sun, and wetting it keeps the contents cool. If the canteen be 
filled with water only, or coffee without milk, it will continue 
sweet. But some carry whatever liquid they can get—beer, 
whiskey, applejack, or milk.” 


The 75 years intervening from the days when the Ameri- 
can soldier carried the haversack described above to today 
when lighter, modern equipment, in many cases transported 
by motor vehicle, conserves more of the soldiers’ energies for 
actual combat, have been some of the most interesting in 
history.

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Financial Digest 


There were some further encouraging 
business developments during the week. 
A rise in carloadings provided a new peak 
for the year. A gain occurred in electric 
power output. To supplement PWA work, 
the RFC has announced it will make 
loans for projects initiated by Secretary 
Ickes. The railroads ended the free pick- 
up and delivery service, which cost them 
25 millions a year. The RFC probably 
will make a loan to the Baltimore and 
Ohio to enable it to meet certain charges, 
and thereby avoid going through the re- 
ceivership ringer. According to the July 
survey of Current Business by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, industrial production 
in June was maintained at approximately 
the May level after allowing for the usual 
seasonal declines; commodity prices 
moved upward after the first week of the 
month, with the exception of steel; de- 
partment stores sales showed some im- 
provement, while rural general merehan- 
dise sales were down; contraseasgonal de- 
clines in employment took place in fac- 
tories, mines and railroads and in retail 
and wholesale trade, and the decline in 
stock prices was arrested in June by a 
moderate advance, followed by a sharp 
rally during the final week of the month. 
The Securities & Exchange Commission 
has announced its purpose to enforce the 
“death sentence” provision of the Public 
Utility Act of 1985. It will hold hearings 
on August 18 to determine the action 
which Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion shall be required to take to comply 
with the law. Various utility systems are 
attempting to formulate plans to comply 
voluntarily with the law, and the Com- 
mission will assist them in their reorgani- 
zation. Those that fail to take the in- 
itiative will be forced to do so. The law 
provides that the operations of every 
registered holding company shall be 
limited to a single integrated public utili- 
ty (electric and gas) system and “to such 
other businesses as are reasonably inci- 
dental or economically necessary or ap- 
propriate.” The law further provides that 
the Commission shall permit a registered 
holding company to continue to control 
one or more additional integrated public 
utility systems if it finds that severance 
of control would result in the loss of sub- 
stantial economies, that the continuance 
of the control would not impair the ad- 
vantages of localized management, eflici- 
ent operation, or the effectiveness of 
regulation, and that all such additional 
systems are located in one state or in ad- 
joining states, or in two contiguous 
foreign countries. Thus the Commission 
has discretionary authority, which it pro- 
poses to use. Of the important utility 
holding company systems, the following 
have not been obliged to register under 
the terms of the law and would not be 
subject to its provisions: Publie Service 
Corporation of New Jersey, Consolidated 
Edison Company of New York, Pacific 
Lighting Corporation and Pacifie Gas & 
Electric Company. It is believed the fol- 
lowing companies are sufficiently inte- 
grated not to be disturbed by the Commis- 
sion: American Waterworks & Electric 
Company, Ine., Columbia Gas & Plectric 
Corporation, Southern Natural Gas Com- 
pany. Some minor changes in assets may 
be required of Commonwealth Edison 
Company, Consolidated Gas Electric 
Light& Power Company of Baltimore, Ni- 
agara Hudson Powér Company, American 
Gas & Electric Company, and United Gas 
Improvement Company. 





Merchant Marine 


The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion this week extended for one month 
the temporary operating subsidy under 
which the Dollar Steamship Lines are 
operating, and which expired on July 
25. Rear Admiral Emory S. Land, USN- 
Ret., Chairman of the Maritime Commis- 
sion said that he hoped that in the thirty 
day interval present negotiations between 
the Commission and the Dollar Line offi- 
cials could be brought to a successful con- 
clusion and that some agreement could 
be reached providing for the permanent 
operation of the line. 

Press reports in Washington this week 
intimated that the Maritime Commission 
would take over and operate the line, but 
Maritime officials said late this week that 
absolutely no conclusion has yet been 
reached as to the disposition of the world 
famed steamship service. The Dollar 
Line now owes the Maritime Commission 
$7,474,193. Last month Chairman Land 
announced a commission plan for solving 
the Dollar Line’s financial problems. The 
line was to obtain a loan of $2,000,000 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. It was to be granted a subsidy of 
$3,000,000 a year for five years, and it was 
to be advanced $1,500,000 for recondition- 
ing its 13 vessels covered by the subsidy 
contract. However, there were certain 
conditions with which the company would 
have to comply, and it is reported that R. 
Stanley Dollar, son of the founder of the 
line, and H. M. Lorber, vice president, 
balked at these conditions and made a 
counter proposal whereby the Govern- 
ment would take over the line. 

The Commission also made public this 
week a memorandum of several months 
ago, in which the Commission stated, 
“Licensed and unlicensed personnel of 
vessels operated for account of the United 
States Maritime Commission are em- 
ployees of the Committee.” The memo- 
randum also stated that masters of all 
United States Maritime Commission ves- 
sels are charged with the duty of signing 
on crews and that the Maritime Commis- 
sion or any of its employees are not to 
attempt to make any recommendation 
that would tend to favor one applicant 
above another. In another paragraph of 
the same document, it was stated, “No 
discrimination shall be made because of 
membership or non-membership in any 
organization.” 

This memorandum was made public in 
a letter from Chairman Land to Mr 
Thomas Ray, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
New York Maritime Council. In a letter 
to the Commission, Mr. Ray had raised 
the question of employment on Commis- 
sion owned and Commission subsidized 
vessels. Admiral Land, as noted in the 
above quoted memorandum, said that 
crews of vessels owned by the Maritime 
Commission are regarded as being Mari- 
time Commission employees and that 
these employees will be hired according 
to Commission standards. On Commis- 
sion subsidized vessels, the Commission 
believes “that collective bargaining con- 
tracts between ship operators and mari- 
time labor organizations provides a basic 
stabilizing influence and are, therefore, 
most desirable.” The Commission urges 
that the above policy be followed. 

In outlining the above policy for the 
handling of employment and grievances 
on both Commission owned and Commis- 
sion subsidized vessels, the Maritime Com- 
mission believes that it has made a major 
move toward creating a lasting policy for 
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employment on ships of the American 
merchant marine.
